Legislation Against the Issuance of

Injunctions Without Notice Is Urged
by the President—Finds Nation In
Highly Prosperous Condition.

Waslington, Dec. 7-—In his annual
message, read to congress at noon to-
day, President Taft sald;

The relutions of the United States
with ull foreign governments have con- |
tinued upen the normal basis of amlty
and good understanding and are very
generally satisfactory.

Europe.

The American vights [In the Hsherles
on the north Atlantic const] under the
fisheries urticle of the reaty of 1818
have been o cnuse of difference be-
tween the United States and Great
Brituln for nearly seventy years.

Our Citizens Abroad.

This administration, through the de-
partment of state and the foreign serv-

pected, A citizen himself cannot by
contract or otherwise divest himself
of the right, nor can this governmeut

Many years ago diplomatie Interven-
tlon becnme necessary to the protee-
tlon of the Interests In the American
clulm of Alsop & Co. agalnst the
government of Chile, The govern:
ment of Chile had frequently admitted
obligation Io the case and had prom-
{sed this government to settieit. There
had been two abortive attempts to do
80 through arbitral commissions, which
falled through lauck of Jurlsdiction.
Now, happily, as the result of the re
cent diplomatie vegotiations, the gov-
ernments of the United States and of
Chile, actunted by the sincere desire
to free from any straln those cordial
and friendly relatlons upon which both
get such store, bave agreed by a proto
col to submlit the controversy to defin.

The Nicaraguan Trouble.

Since the Washington conventjons of
1907 were communicated to the gov-
ernment of the United States as n con-
sulting and advising poerty this gov-
ernment has been almost continuously
enlled upon by one or another and in
turn by all of the five Central Amer-
lean republies to exert itself for the
malotenunce of the conventlons. Nesar-
Iy every complaint has been against
the Zelaya government of Nlcaragua,
which bhas kept Central America in

constant tension or turmoil. The re
sponses made to the representations of
Central  American republics as due |
from the United States on account of |
its relation to the Washington copven:
tions hnve been at all times conserva-
tive and have avoided, so far as possi-
ble, any semblance of Interference, i
though It Is very apparent that the
considerations of geographic proximity
to the canal zone and of the very sub
stuntinl American interests in Central
America give to the Unlted States a
special position in the zone of these
republies and the Caribbean sea

I need not rebenrse here the patient
efforts of this government to promote
peace and welfare among these re
publies, efforts which are fully appre
clated by the majority of them who
are loyal to their true Interests. It
would be no less unnecessary to re
hearse here the snd tale of unspeak-
uble barbarities and oppression alleged
to have been committed by the Zelaya
government  Reeently two Amerleans
were put to death by order of Presi-
dent Zelayn himself, They were offi-
cers lu the organized forees of a rev
olution which bad coutinued many
weeks and was in control of about
Wulf of the republic, and as such, ae-
cording to toe modern enlightened
practice of eivilized natons, they were
entifled to be dealt with a5 prisoners
of war,

At the date when this message is
printed this government bas termi
nated diplomatie rvelations with  the
Zelaya government for reasons made
publie in a communication to the for.
mer Nlearaguan charge d'affalres and
Is Intending to take such future steps
a8 may be found most consistent with
its dignity, lts duty to American n-
terests and its moral obligations fo
Central Amerlea and to clvilization, It
wmay later be necessary for me to bring
this subjeet the attentlon of the
congress in n speelnl message

In the Far East.

o the far east this government pre
serves unchanged its policy of support-
Ing the principle of equality of oppor
tunity and scrupulous respect for the
Integrity of the Chinese empire, to
which poliey are pledged the interest
ed powers of both east and west.

By the treaty of 1003 China has un-
dertaken the abolition of Hkin with a
moderate und proportionate ralsing of
the customs tarifl along with currency
reform. These reforms being a manl-
fest advantage to foreign commerce as
well ns to the Interests of China, this
governwent I8 endeavoring to faclll
tate these measures and the needful
acquiescence of the treaty powers
When it appeared that Chinese likin
revenues were be bypothecated to
foreign baunkers in connection with s
preat rallway project It was obvious
that the governments whose nationals
held this loan would have a certaln
direct Interest In the question of the
ecarrving out by China of the reforms
in guestion. The administration deem-
ed Amerlenn partielpation to be of

great national Interest. Happlly, when
it was as a matter of broad polley ur-

gent that this opportunlty should not
be lost, the Indispensable Instrumental-
Ity presented itself when a group of
Amerlean  bankers of ioternational
reputation nud great resources agreed
at onve to share In the loan upon pre-
clsely such terms as this government
ghould approve. The chief of those
terms wos that Amerlean rallway ma-
terial should be upon sau exact equality
with that of the other nationals jolo-
lng In the lonn In the plucing of or-
ders for this whole rullroad system.
After months of negotistion the equal
participation of Awerleans seems at
last ussured.

Government Expenditures and Rev-
enues.
Perhaps the most important ques-

tlon presented to this administration
is that of economy lu expenditures and
sutliciency of revenue

The report of the secretary shows
that the ordinary expenditures for the |
current Hscal year ending June 30,
1910, will exceed the estimated re-
ceipts by $34.075,620.0 If to this deficit
are added the smup to be disbursed for
the Papama canal, amwounting to $38,-
000,000, and $1,000,000 to be paid on
the public debt, the deticit of ordinary
recelpts and expeuditures will be in.
creased to a toinl deticit of §73,075,620.
This deficit the secretary proposes to
meet by the proceeds of bonds issued
to pay the cost of constructing the
Panama canal 1 approve this pro-
posal.

The Panama Canal.

The policy of paying for the con-
struction of the Panama canal not
out of current revenue, but by bond
Issue, was adopted in the Spooner act
of 1902, and there seems to be po good
renson for departing from the prinel-
ple by which a part at least of the
burden of the cost of the canal shall
fall upon our posterity, who are to
enjoy it, and there is all the more rea-
son for this view because the actual
cost to dute of the canal, which s now
balf done nad which will be completed
Jan. 1, 1010, shows that the cost of
engineering and construction will be |
FLOT.T06.000 instead of $139,705.200, as
originally estimated In addition to
engineering and coustruction, the oth |
er expenses, Including sanltation and
government and the amount paid for
the properties, the franchise aod the
privilege of building the canpal, fo-
crease the cost by $75.435.000 to e
total of $4875.201.000. The Increase In
the cost of engineering and construe:
tlon 1s due to a substantlial enlarge-
ment of the plan of construction by
widening the eanal 100 feet in the Cu
lebra cut amd by increasing the dl
mensions of the locks, to the under-
estimate of the guantity of the work
to bie done under the orlginal plan and
to an underestimate of the cost of la
bor and materinls, both of which have
greatly enhanced in price since the
original estimnte was made

Government Economy.

In order to avold a deficit for the
ensuing fiscal vear 1 directed the
heads of depurtments In the prepara-
tlem of thelr estimates to mnke them
as low as possible conslstent with fm-
perative governmental necessity  The
reanlt ha= heen, ng T am advised by
the secretary of the treasury, that the
estimates of the expenses of the gov- |
ernment for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 1011—that is, for the next
fiscal year—are less by  $50,063,000
than the total of appropriations for
the ecurrent hscal year and less by
$04,000,000 thau the estimates for that
yeur, So far as the secrctary of the
treasury Is able to form a judgment as
to future Income, there will be no
deficit in the yeur ending June 30, 1011,
but a small surplus of $712,000.

In the preseut estlmates the needs
of the departments aud of the gov-
srnment have been cut to the qulck.

For the purpose of securing Informa-
tlon which may ennble the executiva
and the legislative branches to unite
In a plan for the permaneut reduction
oL the cost of governmeuontal adminis-
teation the treasury departmwent bas
Instituted an luvestigation by one of
the most ghilled expert accountants in
the Unbied Stites, The object of the
luvestigution Is 1o devise means to lu-
crease the averuge efficlency of each
emwployes, There I8 great room for hime
provement toward this end, vot only
by the reorzunization of burenus aud
depuriments and in the avoidauce of
duplieation, but slso In the treatment

of the Individun! employee.

Frauds In the Collection of Customs.

I regret to refer to the fact of the,
discovery of esteusive frauds in the
collection of the customs revenue at
New York elty, In which a number of
the subordinnte employees In the
welghing und other departments were
directly concerned and In which the
beneficlaries were the Amerlcan Sugar
Refining company and others.  The
frauds cousisted In the payment of du-
ty on underwelghts of sugar The gov-
ernment has recovered from the .-\lm'r-j
lean Sugar Refining company all that
it 1s shown to have been defrauded of
The sum wos received in full of the
amount due which might have been
recovered by civil action against the
beneficinry of the fraud, hut there was
N eXCess reservation o the contraet
of settlement by which the settlement |
should not interfere with or prevent
the criminal prosecution of every one
who was found to be subject to the
84 me

Criminal prosecutions are now pro-
ceeding against a number of the gov-

ernment  officers, The treasury de- |
partment and the department of jus
tice are exerting every effort to dis-
cover all the wrongdoers, including the
officers and employees of the compa-
nles who may have been privy to the
fraud. 1t would seem to me that an
Investigntion of the frauwds by con
gress at present, pending the probing
by the treasury department and the
department of justice, as proposed,
might by giving immunity and other-
wise prove an embarrassment In se-
curing conviction of the gullty parties

Maximum and Minimum Clause In
Tariff Act.

Two features of the new tariff act
call for special reference. In order
that the waximnm duty shall be charg-
ed agalost the lmports from a country
It Is necessary that the executive shall
find on the part of that country not
only discriminations o its laws or the
prictice under them agalost the trade
of the United States, but that the dis
eriminations found shall be undue—
that is, without good and fair reason
No one Is seeking a tariff war or a con
dition In which the spirit of retallation
shall be aroused

Tar'ff Readjustment.

The new tariff law enables me to ap-
point a tariff board to assist me o con
pection with the department of state in
the administration of the minimum and
maxhmum cluuse of the act and also to
assist officers of the government in the
ndministration of the entire law, 1 be
lleve that the work of this board will
e of prime utility and importance
whenever congress shall deem it wise
again to readjust the customs duties
If the facts secured by the tariff board
are of such a character as to show gen
erally that the rates of duties [mposed
by the present tariff law are excessive
under the principles of protection as
deseribed in the platform of the suc-
cessful party at the late election |
shall not hesitate to iovite the atten |
tion of congress to this fact and to the
necessity for action predicated there
o, Nothing, however, halts business
and interferes with the course of pros.
perity so much as the threatened revi
slon of the tariff. and until the facts
are nt hand, after careful and deliber-
ate Investigntion, upon which such re.
vision can properly be undertaken, it
seems to me unwise to attempt It

War Department.

In the Interest of immediate econ-
omy 1 have required a reduction In
the estimates of the war department
for the coming fiscal year which
brings the total estimates down to an
amount forty-five mi'llons less than

the corresponding estimates for last|
year. This could be accomplished only
by cutting off new projects and sus-
pending for the period of one year all
progress in military matters. For the
game reason 1 have directed that the
army shuall not be recruited up to its
present authorized strength. 'l‘lwse|

measures can hardly be more than)
temporary, ror | am sure that the in-|

terests of the milltary establishment
are seriously In need of careful con- |
slderation by congress,

The secretary of war calls attention
to o number of needed changes in the
army, in all of which 1 concur, but the
point upon which 1 place most em-|
phasis is the peed for an elimination
bill providing & method by which the
merits of officers shall have some ef-
fect upon their advancement and by
which the ndvancement of all may be
accelerated by the effective elimination|
of n definite proportion of the least
efficient.,

have unanlmously agreed that it would
be unwise to wmake the large expendl
tares which at one time were contem-
plated In the establishment of a naval
base and station in the Philippine Is
lands and have expressed thelr judg

The secretary of the navy has Inan
gurated a tentatlve plan lnvolving cey
taln changes 1o the organlzation of the|
pavy department, Including the navy
yurds, all of which have been found
by the attorney general to be in nes
cordance with Inw. 1 have approved
the execution of the plan proposed be-
cause of the greater efliclency and
economy It promises

Department of Justice—Expedition In
Legal Procedure.

The deplorable delays in the admin.
Istration of ¢ivil and eriminal vw have
received the attention of committees of
the Americnn Bar association and of
many stiate bor associntions as well as
the considered thought of judges and
Jurists. In my judgment, a change in
publie procedure, with a view to re
ducing its expense to private litigants
In clvil eases and facilitating the dis
pateh of bosiness and final declsion In
both elvil and criminal eases, constl-
tutes the greatest nesld in our Ameri
can jonstitations, 1 do not doubt for
one moment that much of the lnwless
violence aml cruelty exhibited in lynch-
ings are directly due to the uncertain-,
ties and injnstice growing out of the
delays in trials, judgments and the exe-
cutions thereof by our courts,

1 therefore recommend legisintion
providing for the appointment by the
president of a commisslon with nuthor-
Ity to examine the law and equity
procedure of the federal courts of first
Instance, the law of appeals from
those courts to the courts of appeals
and to the supreme court and rhe costs
Imposed in such procedure upon the
private ltlgants and upon the publie
treasury and make recommendation
with a view to simplifying and ex-
pediting the procedure as far as pos|
sible and making it as inexpensive as
may be to the litizant of little means.

"“’r?--llr-w» that the rules of proce-
dure it the federal courts with respect
to the issuance of the writ of injune-
tion should be more accurately deflned
by statute and that no injunction or
temporary restralning order should be
{ssued without notice, except where
irreparable Injury would result from
delay, In whicly case a speedy hearing
thereafter should be granted.”

Islation be adopred Moreover, every
such injunctlon or restraining order
issued without previous notice and op-
portunity by the defendant to be heard
should by force of the statute explire
and be of no effect after seven days
from the issuance thereof or withip
any time less than that period which
the court muy fix unless within such
seven days or such less period the In
jupetion or order is extended or re
newed afrer previous notice and op
portunity to be bheard

Postoffice Department — Second Class
Mail Matter.

The deficit every year in the post-
office department s largely caused by
he low rate of postuge of 1 cent a
jound charged on second class mall
matter, which includes not only news-
papers, but magazines and miscella-
neous periodieals. The netnual loss grow-
ing out of the transmission of this
second class mall matter at 1 cent a
pound amounts to about $63,000,000 a
year. The average cost of the trans.
portation of this matter is mwore than
0 cents a pound. The siatistics of 18907
show that second class mall matter
constituted 64901 per cent of ihe
welght of all the mall and ylelded

only 5.10 per cent of the revenue,
I'he figures glven are startling and

show the payment by the government|
of an enormous subsidy to the news-
papers, magazines and periodicals, A
great saving might be made, amount-
ing to much wmore than half of the loss,
by imposing upon magazines and peri-
odicals a higher rate of posiage,

Anti-trust and

Postal Savings Banks.

I belleve postal saviogs banks to be
necessary In order to offer a proper
Inducement to thrift and saving to a
great many people of small means who
do not now have banking facilities and
to whom puch a system would offer an
opportunity for the accumulation of
capital, They will furnish a satisfactory
substitute, based on sound principle
and actual successful trial In nearly
all the countries of the world, for the
system of government guaraoty of
deposits now belng adopted in several
western states which, with defereonce
to those who advoeate It, seems to me
to have In It the seeds of demoraliza-
tion to conservative banking and cer-
taln finnnclal disaster,
